dent of the steel trust, is a feeble old man in 
his seventy-sixth year. He no longer takes 
much interest in the events of the day, and 
seldom reads a newspaper. Thus it is that 
it was only today that the old man learned 
of the scandal in which his son has become 
involved; of his boy’s intention to allow his 
wife to get a divorce so that he may marry an 
actress. 

It was the gray haired father who first told 
his wife, Together they, who have lived con- 
tent with their own companionship for nearly 
sixty years, wept over their disgrace. It was 
not for the son they wept. It was for the 
woman they loved as a daughter, the wife 
who helped their son to make his success. 


Father Would Send Him to Jail. 


Neither the old man nor his wife fully be- 
lieves the stories they read of their son. 

“Tf these stories be true,” the old man 
sald, “if Ellis has agreed to this that he 
may marry some actress woman, I, hie fa- 
ther, if I were on the jury, would stand out 
to the last to have him sent to the peniten- 
tlary. My God, has Ellis gone mad!” 

The old man’s voice shook as he spoke. 
The blow has fallen upon the aged father ve 
and mother more heavily, perhaps, than it 
fell upon the discarded wife. They never [eater 
suspected. They were proud of the man who 
worked himself from the bottom rung on the : 
ladder to one of the biggest positions in the 
world of business. They knew their boy was 
capable, but it is to his wife, they believe, 
he owes most of what he has. This woman 
they loved not only for herself, but for her 
devotion and loyalty to their son. They 
called her Laura, and it was of Laura that 
the old people thought. 

“They say Laura does not love him,” the 
old man said. “ We know that is a lie. Not 
love him?

Plan of Revenge Reported. 

Some of the men who are anxious to lend 
their assistance to the prosecution have told 
him stories that he declared incredible. One 
ascribed the stabbing to a deliberafe plan 
of revenge laid by a former alderman of the 
Thirteenth ward, who had a fistic encounter 
with Kopf in the county building after the 
club election last year. 

Assistance to the efforts of the police has 
been given largely by David W. Clark, mem- 
ber of the county central committee, and a 
Lorimer lieutenant, Frank L. Shepard.

alleged *‘ wrecking crew ’’ employed by him 
was cenceaied, and removed the iron bolt 
that barred it. 

John McCarthy, a brother of Mrs. Kopf, 
declared that the report that she had said 
her hueband on his death bed accused Rob- 
erts of being a hired assassin was untrue. 


Looking Up Jensen’s Record. 

George Jensen, the west park policeman, 
acted as a judge and drew a revolver at the 
time of the fight. It was found that a George 
Jensen was arrested in 1897 for shooting 
Joseph A. Haberkorn. a saloonkeeper, in a 
saloon in West Harrison street. The wound 
was not serious, and, although Jensen was 
arrested, he was not prosecuted. A ques- 
tion whether this man and Policeman Jensen 
are the same is caused by the report that 
the man who was arrested is thought to have 
left Chicago last year.

PROSPECTIVE BRIDE KILLED 
BY RAILWAY SWITCH ENGINE. 


Coroner Unable to Determine Whether 
Miss Daniels’ Death Was a Suicide 
or Result of Accident. 


Mystery surrounds the death of Miss Carrie 
Daniels, whose body was found between the 
rails of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
track near Forty-seventh avenue shortly 
after Wednesday midnight. 

Evidence obtained from the railroad em- 
ployés was introduced at the @froner’s in- 
quest, and it so strongly Indicated suicide 
that Deputy Coroner Andrews continued the 
hearing until next Tuesday afternoon, and 
instructed the police to investigate the case 
further. 

Miss Daniels left the residence of her indie: 
John Daniels, 408 Seventeenth street, at 4:30 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, saying she 
was going to visit friends. The poiice have 
been unable to learn where she passed the 
evening. 

Bert Bretz, tower tender at Forty-seventh 
avenue, and Warner Gustafson, a switchman, 
testified that the girl stood near the tracks 
several minutes before she was killed. 

‘“* We were surprised,’ Bretz said, ** at see- 
ing a woman near the tracks at that time of 
night. 1 let switch engine 1412 through the 
block, and the last I saw of the woman she 
was walking deliberately towards the track.” 

Miss Daniels was to be married next Sat- 
urday to Joseph Kopiscki, a machinist, who 
boarded at her uncle’s house. Both he and 
the girl’s uncle scout the suicide theory.

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BEBEL WARNS THE KAISER 


SOCIALIST LEADER POINTS TO 
DILEMMA OF THE CZAR. ‘* 


Russia’s Fate Declared to Be in Store 
for Germany Unless Foreign Policy, 
Which Is Driving the Fatherland 
to War, Is Reversed—Government 
Told That Workingmen Will De- 
cide Whether or Not the Country 
Shall Engage in a Conflict. 


BERLIN, Dec. 7.—Herr Betel, the social- 
ist leader in the reichstag, warned the kaiser 
today that Russta’s fate would be Germany's 
unless his foreign policy is changed. 

“ What the Russian people are now show- 
ing their ruler can be done,"’ shouted the 
socialist leader, “ also can be done by other 


— 


European peoples. We are of the opinion 
that the people will] never allow themselves 
to be again driven into war. Today war can 
only be made with the support of the entire 
people.” 

Continuing, Herr Bebel said: 

“The present time is a serious one. Do 
you believe that what Is going on In the east 
is not exciting the German laboring popula- 
tion most profoundly? “If you do not take 
care to make the fatherland what @ should 
be, so that the workingmen will gladly defend 
it, they will raise the question whether they 
shall defend it at all.’’ 


Peril in Far’ East. 

* Now that Russian absolutism is approach- 
ing its end,” he continued, “ Germany enjoys 
the reputation of being the most reactionary 
state of the world. Since the peace of Ports- 
mouth Germany's situation in the far east is 
precarious, because Germany, through her 
interference with the peace of Shiminoseki, is 
especially hated in Japan. Nemesis has pre- 
vailed: Germany should recognize the log- 
ical results of the situation and withdraw en- 
tirely from Kiaochau.”’ 


Joke on the Two Admirals. 

Herr Bebel created much merriment by 
referring to Emperor William’s telegram 
to Emperor Nicholas, “‘ The admiral of the 
Atlantic greets the admiral of the Pacific,”’ 
adding, “the admiral of the Pacific mean- 
while has grown very pacific.’’ He also men- 
tioned a cartoon published in a comic paper 
representing the “ admiral of the Pacific ” In 
a washtub sewimming desperately for the 
shore, with remnants of his wardrobe, and 
added: 

“T hope the admiral of the Atlantic will 
mever have the same experience.” 


JEW BAITER IN BITTER SPEECH. 


Burgomaster of Vienna Warns. That 
There May Be Re-enactment of 
Russian Atrocities. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
VIENNA, Dec. 7.—In a speech today Burgo- 
master Lucger, who is a notorious Jew baiter, 
accused the Jews of supplying socialists 
money-with which to buy red flags. He said: 
‘IT solemnly warn the Jews of iae possibil- 
ity of the re@nactment here of Russian 
atrocities. We Viennese are anti-S<mitic, 
although we are not disposed to murder and 
bloodshed, but if Jews endanger the father- 
land we will have no mercy on taem.” — 
The speech is denounced by impartial per- 
eons as an outrage and a direct incentive to 
hoodlums to attack the Jews. 


PRINCESS MUST BE A CATHOLIC. 


Ena of Battenberg Will Renounce Her 
Religion if She Weds the 
King of Spain. 


ROME, Dec. 7.~The vatican has not re- 
ceived any communication concerning the 
marriage of the king of Spain. If the Prin- 
cess EXna of Battenberg is chosen her con- 
yersion to Catholicism must be announced 
before the marriage. It is believed she al- 
ready is preparing for conversjon under the 
tutelage of -the former Empress Bugenie, 
who looks upon the Princess Ena almost as 
a daughter and who, it is rumored, will leave 


her a large fortune.

“Buffalo Bill” Suffers Heavy Lose in 
France Because Farmers Fear 
Spread of Glanders. 


MARSEILLES, France, Dec. 7.—All the 
horses belonging to the Wild West show of 
Col. W. F. Cody were killed today to allay the 
fears of the farmers regarding the spread 
of the glanders, The saddles, bridles, and 
other articles of the equipment, as well as 
tife clothing of the stablemen, were burned, 
and the railroad cars belonging to the show 
disinfected.

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IF CARNEGIE OWNED AMERICA 
HE WOULD GIVE IT IN BONUSES 


Philanthropist Addresses Civic Federa- 
tion in Support of Immigration— 
Present Law Is Too Drastic. 


New York, Dec. 7.—Andrew Carnegie, in 
a statement today before the National Civic 
federation on immigration, said that ifyhe 
owned America he would give a premium to 
immigrants coming here. He continued: 

“Our country has more than one serious 
problem, but immigration is not among them. 
We have solved the question In the present 
but too drastic law that we have enacted. 
It is nota problem for vs. It is the problem 
for the poor, unfortunate countries from 
which we are draining the best blood. 

“ Now, I hold that the prime test and the 
only test we should exact is this: Has a 
man the ambition to enjoy the rights of an 
American citizen, and has he the habits of 
sobriety and frugality to save the sum 
necessary for him to reach this port, and 
is he skillful enough to earn that surplus? 
I want no better testimony than that. IfT 
owned America, and was running it as a 
business operatibn, I would not only look for 
that man, but I would give every man of 
that kind a premium to come here, and con- 
sider it the best bargain I had ever made in 
my life. 

“Taking the value of a man, woman, or 
child in this republic as low as a slave, and 
that was an average of about $1.000 fifty 

years ago, and you are getting 400,000 a 
years, which means $400,000,000 cash value. 
Furthermore, every man who comes here 
is a consumer, and 90 per cent of. all the 
earnings of even the most saving goes to 
employ other labor of some kind. 

“Tt is not purity of blood you want—it fs 
the mingling of different bloods that makes 
the American.”

FAILS TO SET RECORD. 


Makes Game Effort at End to 
Lower Mark and Crosses the 
Tape at Fast Speed. 


Handicapped by heavy roads, which were 
at times impassable, and by the loss of three 
hours at Racine, when he lost his guides, 
Albert Corey, the French distance runner, 
completed his run from Milwaukee to Chi- 
eago at 10:15 o'clock last night, covering the 
distance, ninety miles, in 23 hours and 12 
minutes. 

This failed of equaling Dan O'Leary's 
record, made in 1875, by almost five hours, 
and the Frenchman was correspondingly ais- 
appointed. President William Hale Thomp- 
son and other officials of the New Lllinoiw 
Athletic club, who watched him cover the 
distance, were unanimous in their assertion 
that the Frenchman is not only “ game,” but 
with a fair chance and no hard luck can 
easily lower the O’Leary record by at least 
an hour, Another chance in all probabilities 
will be given him next June, when the roads 
are in good condition and the whole course 
carefully watched to prevent the accidents 
which robbed him of the coveted laurels. 


Says Run Is Brilliant One. 

“TI am sorry that so many things have 
interfered with the race,” sald President 
Thompson, snapping his watch at the close 
in front of the new clubhouse at Michigan 
avenue and Adams street,“ but there is 
some satisfaction in knowing that the run 
was really a brilliant one. I am satisfied 
that Corey has run not merely ninety miles 
but at least 101 miles, as nearly as We can 
figure it out, including the detours which 
he was obliged to make and the extra miles 
he covered when he missed his way near 
Racine at 8 o'clock this morning.” 

“Tt wasn't a bad run,” declared the 
Frenchman as soon as he could speak out 
of the blankets into which he was bundled 
at the close. “I am positive that those 
ninety miles can be done in seventeen hours 
at least, and I mean to do it.” 

Then he was hurried into a cab and driven 
home, where Maria, his pretty French wife, 
was awaiting his return, immensely proud, 
according to the neighbors, of the difficulties 
which her spouse had overcome in his long, 
cold run from Milwaukee. 


Runner Game to Finish. 

It is certain few men would have stuck to 
the race in the face of the difficulties which 
confronted the young Frenchman. First, it 
was a mistake In dates which, through no 
fault of their own, aught the officials of the 
' Milwaukee Athletic club unawares end forced 
them to make hasty preparations for the 
start Wednesday night, instead of Thursday, 
as they had been led to expect. 

That led to the procuring of a poor automo- 
bile, which broke down near Racine, com- 
pelle@ Corey to continue alone on a road 
whose twistings soon misled him, and cost 
him three extra hours of travel, which would 
have taken him through the heavy track be- 
tween Waukegan and Lake Forest before 
the sun had thawed the roads to mud. 

In the face of all that, and with the cer- 
tainty that he must fall almost ridiculously 
below the mark of fifteen hours which he had 
set himself, Corey insisted on completing the 
run, and Anished with a burst of speed that 
brought astonished “bravos” from the 
crowd of club members which gathered to see 
the close. 


Makes Fast Time at Start. 

The start was made from Milwaukee at 
11:08 o'clock Wednesday night, according to 
the corrected time of the officials of the Mil- 
waukee Athletic club, in charge of the course 
to Kenosha. Joseph Replat, one #f Corey's 
friends, made the start with him, but gave 
out In about eight miles and climbed into 
President W. H. Liginger’s automobile, 

Corey’s first ten miles were clipped off in 
one hour and ten minutes, and brought a 
warning from the officials that he was not 
saving himself as he should. It was another 
three miles, however, before he slackened 
his pace to a walk. 

The thermometer dropped steadily, turn- 
ing the fence rails along the country road 
white with frost. Several times Corey re- 
quested hot beef tea and once asked for some 
French wine to keep himself warmed up. 


Runs Alone; L#ses His Way. 

Racine was reached at 3:23, a distance of 
twenty-eight miles covered in a little over 
four hours. Twenty minutes later the ma- 
chine broke down, Corey started on alone, and 
in five minutes was lost, running due west 
instead of south. 

It was 7:30 before he was found and brought 
into Kenosha. _ 

At Kenosha he was rubbed down vigor- 
ously and started out again, accompanied 
by President Thompson and Howard Carr 
of the New Illinois Athletic club. At Win- 
throp Harbor, he stopped for breakfast, 
which consisted of soft boiled eggs, rice, and 
hot milk and whisky. 

From that point on, through Zion City, 
Waukegan, and Lake Forest, to Fort Sher- 
idan, the roads were heavy and lost him a 
couple of hours. He was rubbed down al- 
most every thirty-minutes and began to show 
the effects of the long, hard climbing. 

* Feels as though I had about fifty pounds 
on this knee,’’ he remarked at one point. 


Finishes at Fast Speed. 

From Fort Sheridan, however, the roads 
improved and his pace quickened until he 
swung down North Clark street, from Di- 
versey boulevard, at a good six mile an hour 
gait. It was the remarkable way he picked 
up through Glencoe, Winnetka, and Ev- 
anston, after eighteen hours of steady run- 
ning, that led the Illinois Athletic club offi- 
cials to ‘pronounce him a brilliant runner 
worthy of another chance at the laurels 
which he had just missed,

WITHIN $10,000,000 RANGE. 


Simon W. Straus Says He Is Unable to 
Tell Business Done by 8S. N. Hoff- 
heimer, Charged with Swindling. 


Imperturbable under a rapid fire cross ex- 
amination that lasted most of yesterday, 
Simon W. Straus of S. W. Straus & Co. in- 
sisted, as a witness in Justice Cochrane's 
court, that he was unable to estimate within 
$10,000,000 the amount of business transacted 
between the banking firm and Samuel N. 
Hoffheimer, charged with swindling the firm 
out of $256, 

“ Absolute confidence ” in Hoffheimer, as 
a personal friend of the firm and as a nephew 
of Nelson Morris, the witness said, enabled 
the defendant to conceal the fact that all his 
alleged saies of feed were purely fictitious. 

According to Straus, as soon as the alleged 
confidence game was discovered in October, 
Hoffheimer made a full confession and 
pleaded to be allowed time in which to return 
the money he had received from Straus & 
Co. Hoffheimer, who was seated beside his 
attorney during the cross examination, 
smiled unconcernedly. Heapparently acted 
as ‘*‘ coach ”’ in a line of questioning designed 
to show that Straus had full knowledge of 
the business operations of the Hoffheimer 
Soap company, of which the defendant was. 
president, and had invested heavily in it. 

The hearing will be continued Monday 
morning.

certificates ever devised under a single law, 
some of the certificates containing less than- 
200 words and others 4,000 words. Many 
certificates of old forms were issued by the 
courts on and after June 2, 1908, when the 
new law took effect, and these are wholly 
void under that law. Mr. Van Deusen thinks 
that as they were issued because no adequate 
notice of the enactment was given and as 
many hundreds of innocent parties are 
affected, congress should validate such cer- 
tificates. : 
Conditions in Chicago. 


Mr. Van Deusen finds a majority of the 
courts do not comply with that portion of 
the law that requires that affidavits shall be 
entered of record before nal order or 
certificate is issued. Thu: -.u Chicago, for 
instance, there are today 5,000 cases in the 
Circuit court and about 4,500 cases in the 
Superior court not of record, although the 
final order and certificate in each case was 
issued as long a8 a year ago. 

In spite of the prohibition that a person 
holding anarchistic views shall not be ad- 
mitted to citizenship, Mr. Van Deusen re- 
ports that this prohibition is not effective. 
It has failed to achieve the result aimed at, 
for the reason that the persons against 
whom the law was directed have no regard 
for the sanctity of the oath required by any 
organized government and will therefore 
not hesitate to take any oath which will 
effect any desired end against this or any 
other government. 

Mr. Van Deusen’s report was of great as- 
sistance to the commission on naturaliza- 
tion appointed by the president to draft a law 
to prevent the evil existing under the system 
now in force. This commission consisted of 
Milton D. Purdy, assistant attorney general; 
Gallard Hunt of the passport division, de- 
partment of state, and Richard K. Campbell 
of tae immigration bureau of the department 
of commerce and labor. 


Proposed Checks on Frauds. 


The commission believes that fraudulent 
naturalization fn the interest of politics can 
be checked by making the fee for naturaliza- 
tion at least $7, which amount, added to the 
payment of the agent and the alien himself, 
would make it impracticable for political 
committees to buy many alien votes, and by 
forbidding all courts to confer any natural- 
ization whatever within thirty days of a 
presidential or congressional election. 

The commission has proposed*a draft of a 
law for preventing the evils which have been 
s0 graphically brought to itsattention. This 
project and the report will be considered by 
congress, and it-is hoped that appropriate 
legislation will be had during the season.

Mitchell of Oregon and Burton of 
Kansas Not on Any Commit- 
tees This Session. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—Following his 
message resigning the chairmanship of the

BOND PLAN IS ATTACKED. 


Proviso as to Issue Amended Ac- 
cording to Mann’s Sug- 
gestion. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—An appropri- 
ation of $11,000,000 was voted today toward 
the ‘construction of the Panama canal. The 
amount was a compromise betwecn the $16,- 
500,000 carried im the bill under considera- 
tion and an estimate of something over 
$6,000,000 recommended by Mr. Williams, the 
democratic leader, to carry on the work until 
the middle of January. Mr. Hepburn, in 
charge of the bill, suggested that something 
over $11,000,000 would carry on the work 
until March, 

There was no intention manifest to delay 
the work, the only argument for cutting 
down the original estimate being that closer 
scrutiny might be had of the estimate. 


Bill Not Amended Materially. 

The bill was amended in accordance with 
suggestions by Mr. Mann of Illinois, direct- 
ing the president to require annual reports 
from canal construction: officers covering all 
details of the work; requiring such employés 


desire, and restricting all expenditures to 
money appropriated by congress and to that 
received by the cperation of the property of 
the Panama railroad. 

Otherwise the bill was not amended, and 
contains, besides the appropriation, a 
provision removing <a tax disability against 
the proposed bonds to be issued for the con- 
struction of the canal, thus placing the bonds 
on a footing wh other government bonds as 
available for security for national bank cir- 
culation, and to reimburse the treasury for 
the money appropriated in the. bill. 


Bond Proviso Attacked. 


The bond provision ih the bill was a point 
of attack today. Mr. Williams offered sev- | 
eral unsuccessful amendments all seeking 
to abandon the policy of issuing bonds for 
the canal work on the ground that there {fs 
sufficient available funde in the treasury to 
meet all needed demands for the canal work. 
Mr. Overstreet did not succeed in amending 
the bill so that the $10,000,000 already ex- 
pended in canal construction might be re- 
funded to the treasury from the sale of the 
canal bonds. The bond policy of the two 
parties occasioned the feature of the debate, 
and resulted in limited political discussions. 

Secretary Taft, accompanied by the auditor 
and purchasing agent of the canal commis- 
sion, came to the capitol and remained avail- 
able to give any information that might be 
asked for on the floor, but they were not 
called upon. With the bill out of the way and 
no committees appointed to begin considera-

thorized by any treaty agreement and inas- 


subsequent treaty, the American officials 
now in charge of every important customs 
port in Santo Domingo are acting, not under 
authority of the United States, but solely at 
the request of President Morales and the 
goverpment of Santo Domingo. They. are, 
therefore, without standing in this country 
and the treaty now before the senate is mere- 
ly an attempt to legalize the actions which 
are notoriously without authority of law, 
either in this country or Santo Domingo, be- 
cause there has not been a treaty or statu- 
tory act in either place. 

This is an unfortunate condition which 
confronts the senate and it explains the op- 
position both of republicans and democrats to 
the ratification of the treaty which is in 
effect more retroactive than anything else, 
because Americans are already collecting the 
revenues as the treaty itself provides for. 
If the treaty is not ratified there seems no, 
reason why the same American officials 
should not go on collecting the revenues of 
Santo Domingo just as long as the ruling 
powers in that island republic are willing for 
them to do so. 

That is all well, so far as theory goes. It 
is a truth that should never be forgotten, 
however, that the present American occupa- 
tion of Santo Domingo, illegal though it 
probably is, has resulted most favorably for 
the fortunes of that little republic. Foreign 
creditors are delighted that real revolutions 
have been stopped and a condition of financial 
security has been instituted such as never 
has been known in the history of the republic. 
From the day when Columbus landed on the 
shores of the island until the time when 
President Roosevelt took possession of the 
customs house, Santo Domingo’s history has | 
been one of financial disaster, of bloodshed, 
and of open defiance of ordinary commercial 
law. 

Island Never So Prosperous. 

“Today there is peace, and the government 
of the island is financially more prosperous 
than ever before. Foreign creditors see a 
chance ‘of getting paid and a fund has been 
accumulated to redeem: the debtg of the re- 
public in the immediate future. 
Col, Colton, who is controller of the Domin- 
ican customs system, was a special witness 
today before the senate committee on foreign 
relations. His testimony was little short of 
remarkable. He explained that under the 
terms of the informal agreement pending 
ratification of the treaty itself American 
customs house officers have been in charge 
at every important port in Santo Domingo. 
They have collected all the moneys and have 
set aside 55 per cent, which is deposited in a 
bank in New. York to be distributed ulti- 
mately among foreign creditors. The re- 
maining sum of 45 per cent is turned over to 
the government of Santo Domingo to pay its 
ordinary running expenses.

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TILLMAN STIRSUP SENATE 


PRECIPITATES DISCUSSION OF IN- 
SURANCE CAMPAIGN GIFTS. 


Resolution Offered by South Carolina 
Senator Calling for Formal Investi- 
gation of the Part Piayed by Na- 
tional Banks in Aiding Politics Is 
Passed—<Southerner Gives McCurdy 
a Hard Rap in Passing—Addresses 
Chamber in Characteristic Vein. 


Washingtom D. C., Dec. 7.—Mr. Tillman of 
South Carolina precipitated a discussion on 
campaign contributions in the senate today 
which kept the senators busy for the greater 
part of the gession. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Tillman calling 
for an investigation of national banks’ aid in 
politics started the discussion. In present- 
ing his resolution the South Carolina senator 
dealt with the president’s recommendations 
for the punishment of bribery in elections, 
with Senator Platt’s testimony before the 
New York investigating committee, and with 
various other pertinent matters. It was 
couched in characteristic language and at- 
tracted considerable attention 

The resolution directing the secretary of 
the treasury to report whether the reports 
of the national examiners show that the 
banks have made campaign contributions in 
recent years was adopted at the close of 
Mr. Tillman’s remarks. 


Objects to McCurdy’s Opulence. 

In his exploitation of the resolution Mr. 
Tillman declared that his reasons for re- 
questing information could be found in rev- 
elations now being made by the legislative 
insurance investigation. 

“Tt has been shown by testimony or con- 
fession,”’ he said, “‘ that for ten years the 
insurance corporations have been making 
annual donations to the republican party. 
with the understanding that they should be 
protected from adverse legislation at Albany, 

‘Iam the holder,of a small policy in one 
of the mutuals,” he added, “and I don 
Hike tO have my dividends cut down’in order 
to give Mr. McCurdy $150,000 and his sisters, 
his cousins, and his aunts $75,000 each.” 

He called attention to the recommendation 
made by the president in his annual mes- 
sages of 1904 apd 1905 for the enactment of 
a law for protection against bribery and 
corruption in connection with elections. 

“Our chief executive has taken a pro- 


gressive stand to secure purity in elections,” 


he said, and added: “ Every good American 
will say ‘ well done’ and look for progress 
along that line.” 

Incidentally Mr. Tillman said that he had 
been informed that the controller of the 
currency has been investigating the subject 
of bank contributions with the view of in- 
stituting legal proceedings.

“I understood,” replied Mr. Tillman, “ that 
the president was going to have Mr. Cortel- 
you return them, but I don’t know whether 
he has done so. I know that I haven’t got 
my share.” 

Mr. Spooner—Is yours a life policy? 

Mr. Tillman—lIt is. 

Mr. Spooner—Then it is not yet time to 
realize on it. . 


Makes a Plea for Results. 


Mr. Tillman rephed that it was the divi- 
dends and not the policy itself that he want- 
ed paid. 

“ These,” -he said, “ were pitifully small, 
while McCurdy has been getting fat with- 
out doing anything.”’ “ 

Mr. Bailey said he had not supposed that 
the president would make a second recom- 
mendation on the subject of punishing cam- 
paign contributions until the money had 
been returned. .

LEGISLATIVE INSURANCE IN- 
QUIBY URGED IN RESOLUTION. 


Investigation Into Methods of Publica 
Service Corporations Is Also Called 
For in Resolution Based on Gov. La 
Follette’s Suggestions—Northwest- 
ern Mutual and Milwaukee Street 
Railroad to Be Overhauled — Com. 
mittee to Be Given Full Power. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 7.-—-[Special.]—The 
sensation of the special session of the legis- 
lature came tonight when the committee 
on finance, banks, and insurance presented 
a joint resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a legislative committee to investi- 
gate the methods and relations of insurance 
companies and the public service corpora- 
tions. 

The resolution is drawn up in accordance 
With the recommendations of Gov. La Fol- 
lette to the special session. As the assembly 
is overwhelmingly of La Follette persuasion 
and two stalwart senators are absent, it is 
practically certain that the resolution will 
go through both houses and an investigation 
will result. The Northwestern Mutual of 
Milwaukee—the fourth, largest company in 
the country, will be overhauled. This was 
given a clean bill of health by Insurance 
Commissioner Host last year. 


Pfister’s Road to Be Investigated. 


Under the investigation will come the Mil- 
waukee Street railway company, of which 
C. F. Pfister, head of the stalwart organige- 
tion, is president. Relations of the big 
moneyed interests to one another and their 
legislative methods are points on which the 
governor especially wishes light, and where 
he expects to find conditions for remedial 
legislation. 

The resolytion sets forth that the commit- 
tee’s duty shall be to make a thorough ex- 
amination and investigation of the business 
methods employed by such insurance and 
public service corporations; to examine into 
and investigate their expenditures in al) 
matters. 

No Limit Put on Inquiry. 

The resolution provides that the field of 
investigation which the committee shall be 
empowered to enter shall not be in any way 
limited. Under the resolution books, papers, 
and documents must be presented for in- 
vestigation, the same to be used as evidence. 
The committee is given the right to secure 
all necessary legal service. It is to report 
to the governor on or before Nov. 1, 1906, 
all the facts found and testimony taken by 
it. The investigation, !f made, will be a 
work of immense magnitude and require a 
large force of experts. 

The assembly had a sensation at the start 
this morning when Assemblyman Miller of

TEN KILLED, EIGHTEEN HURT,

Freight Runs Into Union Pacific Over- 
land Limited Near Rock Springs, 
Wyo.—Three Cars Burned.

James Cotherins of Galesburg and H. Con- 
nant were the students who fought and 
Cotherins was sent to the floor in the first 
round. He lay stunned during thirty seconds, 
while several of the spectators doused him 
with water. When he was revived it was 
found that his upper Np had received a cut 
half an inch long. 

He was still groggy and stupid from the 
blow and it took three of the students to hold 
him up while he was carried from the room. 
Then he was hurried to the office of Dr. J. 
Sweency in the Palmer house, who admin- 
istered restoratives and sewed up the injured 
man’s lip. 

Connant, who had struck the blow, was so 
frightened that he withdrew from further 
participation in the initiation ceremonies, 
which only were half over when the knockout 
occurred. 


Begins with “Funeral”? March. 


The initiation began late In the afternoon 
with a “ funeral” procession through Black- 
stone hall. One of the initiates was placed 
in a coffin borne on the shoulders of six 
other initiates, followed by the old mem- 
bers of the class dressed in the garb of 
monks, carrying lighted candles and chant- 
ing weird deprecations on the new members. 

Then came the “ secret degrees,” in which 
the initiates were led two by two, stripped 
to the waist, barefooted and blindfolded, 
into a dimly Hghted room, where they were 
made to stand up on a chair. When the 
blinders were removed from their eyes the 
initiates: beheld on the floor in front/of the 
chair what appeared to be a board set with 
tacks, point up. As soon as the candidates 
could see they were startled by a cry of 
** Jump ’”’ from the hundred or more students 
seated around the sideg of the room. 

All made the-jump, and, of course, the 
threatening tacks turned out to be tin foil, 
After this came the “ prize fight’ ‘with five 
ounce gloves. All went well until Cotherings 
and Connant appeared on the scene. 


Fight Fierce from First. 

The fight began fiercely, and after two or 
three good blows from both sides Connant 
landed Cotherins a stunning blow on the 
left jaw. He staggered backward for a mo- 
ment, fell, and struck his head against one 
of the chairs on the side of the room. 

After it was learned he was not seriously 
injured the initiation was continued withthé 
‘manly art’’ eliminated from the ceremo- 
nies. 


EXCLUDED UNITARIANS REPLY 
TO ACTION OUSTING THEM. 


Committee’s Address Urges Anew the 
Spirit of Universal Fellowship with 
Ideals*Back of All Theologies. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 7.—A reply to their ex- 
clusion as Unitarian delegateay from the 
interchurch conference on federation, at 
New York, has been prepared by the Rev. 
Dr. Edward Everett Hale, former Gov. 
John D. Long, and Samuel! A. Eliot, president 
of the American Unitarian association. To- 
day this was forwarded in the form of a let- 
ter to the pastors of all the Unitarian 
churches of greater Boston. It will be read 
from the pulpits next Sunday. 

In their letter the delegafes say that it 
séems timely for them to affirm anew the 
simple truth ‘‘ proclaimed of old by. Christ 
himself that righteousness of life and spir- 
itual efficiency, rather than orthodoxy of be- 
lief, is the test of Christian discipleship.” 
The address says: 

“It is for us to urge with new insistency 
and in the spirit of universal fellowship 
the ideals of faith and conduct that lie back 
of all the different theologies and that 
breathe in the true worship of all the 
churches, and to teach that under the in- 
spiration and life of Christ, men may here 
and now enter into his high digcipleship in 
honest and unselfish service of the present 
age.’’ 


THANE ROBBER IN CHURCH 


WILLIAM M’GOVERN BLINDED BY 
ACID THROWN BY MAN. 


Janitor of St. Basil’s Is Awakened by 
Noise and Finds Intrader in Audi- 
torium of Building—Struggie Fol- 
lows in Which He Is Worsted, but 
He Prevents Theft of Sacred Arti- 
cles—Girl Is Attacked in Evanston 
and Robbed. 


In a fight with a robber at midnight in the 
church of St. Basil, Garffeld boulevard and 
Wood street, Wiliam McGovern, the janitor, 
was blinded by carbolic acid thrown by the 
intruder. He lost the sight of his right eye 
and it is probable that his left eye will prove 
to be seriously affected. 

McGovern had retired early In the evening 
to his room adjoining the auditorium of the 
church. He was awakened suddenly at mid- 
night by a noise in the church. Slipping qui- 
etly from his bed, he entered the auditorium. 


Lighting the gas, he saw the robber crouch- | 


ing near a pew.: He grasped a chair and at- 
tacked the man; and a fierce struggle fol- 
lowed. 

The robber finally managed to release him- 
self from McGovern’s grasp and made a 
dash for the gas jét, turning out the light 
and leaving the place in total darkness. Then 
creeping close to the place whefe he had last 
seen McGovern, the robber threw the con- 
tents of the bottle into McGovern’sface. He 
then fled through an open window, which he 
had forced to gain entrance to the church. 


Makes Way to Pastor’s House. 

McGovern, suffering great pain, felt his way 
to. the residence of the Rev. Thomas E. Cox, 
pastor of the church. A physician was sum- 
moned and the police of the, New City sta- 
tion were notified. 

The bottle which had contained the acid 
bore the label of a north side Uruggist, and 
the police hope to trace the robber in that 
way. The police are working on the theory 
that McGovern, who does not belong to the 
janitors’ union. may have been the victim of 
an attack for that reason. McGovern, how- 
ever, declares the object of the intruder was 
to steal the sacred articles of the church, 
which have an intrinsic value of more than

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NEW CANAL BOARD RD BOARD RULES. 


TRUSTEES MAKE SEVERAL ALTER. 


ATIONS IN PROCEDURE. 


Committees Will Consist of Three 
Members Each Instead of Nine, as 
Hitherto, and President's Recom.- 
mendations Be Subject to Approval 
—~Enginecring Body Shorn of Most 
of Its Power—Attorney Must Give 
All His Time to District.

The new Grainage board started on the 
task yesterday ot revising the rules of busi- 
ness under which the old board operated. 
While the. problem of the treasurership was 
passed over for future consideration sev- 
eral important changes in the procedure 
were made. 

The committees of the new board will oon- 
sist of only three members each inetead of 
nine as hitherto. The appointments of the 
committees will be made by the president 
and approved by the board, Under the for- 
mer rules no approval wae required. The 
old comanittees retained are judiciary, fed- 
eral relations, state and municipal relations, 
finance, engineering, labor, and health and 
public order. 

The new committées created are commit- 
tee on the connection of the north branch 
of the river and the lake, committee on the 
comnection of the Calumet river and the Sag, 
electrical development, and rea} estate de- 
velopment. 


Engineering Committee Loses Power. 

One Important change authorized was the 
reduction of the power of the committee on 
engineering. Under the old administration 
this committee authorized canal work, the 
employment of men, and their payment. 
These functions henceforth will be per- 
forme@-only by the president and the board 
acting In conjunction. The words “the 
president and the board” were inserted 
throughout the rules in place of “‘ engineer- 
ing committee,”’ the result being that the 
committee has only an advisory capacity 
and no. power of its own. 

Formerly the chief engineer had charge of 
all construction, under the supervision of 
the committee onengineering. In the future 
his acts will be authorized by the president 
and the board. President McCormick stated 
that Isham Randolph will be retained by the 
new administration. His salary is $7,000 
a year. 

Specify Attorney’s Duties. 

The old rules provide that the attorney of 
the board “shall devote his time” to the 
board’s legalinterests. The rule was amend- 
ed to read “ devote his whole time.” Presi- 
dent McCormick sald the attorney under this 
rule could have no private practice. 

The old rules specified the salaries of all 
employés. The new rules will not. The sal- 
aries will be fixed by the board and recorded 
in its proceedings. .All salaries, however, 
will remain as fixed by the old board until 
the new board acts on the matter. 

This revision of the rules was made by 
the entire board sitting as a committee on 
rules in executive session. The board will 
meet this afternoon to consider the report 
of the committee on rules. 


DEMAND FOR WORKERS MEANS 
HAPPY CHRISTMAS FOR THEM. 


All Laborers Are Receiving Wages 
Above Union Scale and More Men 
than Can Be Found Are Needed. 


The Christmas holidays will find general 
prosperity among the workers of Chicago 
this year. The big building boom now in 
progress is giving employment to every avail- 
able worker, and labor ig at a premium. 
Members of many labor organizations have 
forgotten union scales with the advanced 
wages paid by employers. 

The union scale for bricklayers is 62% cents 
an hour, but nearly every bricklayer in the 


city is now receiving 75 centsanhour. Even | 


with the increased wages enough men cannot 
be found. Correspondingly high wages are 
being paid cigar makers, whose union rolls 
now bear the names of 2,402 members. 

Contracts which have been delayed by the 
strike of electrical workers ‘against the Cnhi- 
cago Edison company rapidly are being 
transferred to other companies, and wor on 
nearly all buildings which were tied up by 
the strike has been resumed. ‘ihe delayed 
work on the Union League club building has 
been transferred tothe Henry Newgard com- 
pany and work on the Florsheim Shoe com- 
pany’s building was taken up'‘by the Arthur 
Frantgen company. 


BOARD OF TRADE POLITICS 
WAKES TO CHOOSE PRESIDENT. 


Lively Contest Expected After Two 
Years’ Lull, Because W. 8. Jackson 
Will Not Be a Candidate Again. 


Board of trade politics has been awakened 
from its sound sleep of nearly two years, 
which was induced by the fact that there 
was no opposition last year to the election 
of W. 8. Jackson to succeed himeelf as pres- 
ident. When President Jackson announced 
yesterday that he would not be a candidate 
for the office again politics became a favor- 
ite diversion of traders in their idle mo- 
ments. 

Members in their search for a broad gauge 
candidate for the office of president prac- 
tically have narrowed down their prenomi- 
nation discussion to Walter Fitch, first vice 
president of the board, J. B. Adame and R. 
D. Richardson, both of the latter being mem- 
bers of the board of directors. Both decline 
to discuss the candidacy which their friends 
wish to thrust upon them. 

Indications point to a lively caucus and 
strenuous wire pulling on the exchange floor 
before the election, early in January. A 
clash seems likely between the liberals and 
the conservatives, although all the candi- 
dates named so far lean to broad views on 
the policy to be followed by the board. A 
strong fight, however, may be put up by the 
element in the membership which opposes 
trading in “‘ puts and. calls” under the new 
form of “ bids and offers.’’

THE “CONSTITUTION.” 
Seventy-five years ago the events of the 
war of 1812 were still fresh in the popular 
memory. The exploits of their young navy 
in that war were recalled with just pride 
and satisfaction by the people of the United 
States. Of these exploits those of the gal- 
lant old frigate Constitution were easily the 
most glorious. It was natural, therefore, 
that the proposal made at that time to dis- 
thantle it because it had grown unseaworthy 
should be received with an outburst of indig- 
mation. Dr. Holmes’ “ Old Ironsides”’ fit- 
tiggly expressed the public sentiment it 
“helped to create. “ Tear her tattered en- 
sign down?’ It was unpatriotic even to sug: 
gest it. So “ Old kronsides ” was rebuilt. 
- Jt went out of commission in 1855, but was 
-  gubsequently used as a training ship. In 
~ 1878 it was partly rebuilt again, and the 
- next year crossed the Atlantic for the last 
time. Since 1897 it has been stored at the 
Boston navy yard.

BILLS AND BILLS. . 

During the first day of the present session 
of congress 4,031 bills ‘were introduced into 
the house of representatives. One member 
from Tennessee was responsible for over 400 
of them, and a member from Michigan for 
over 350. About seven-eighths were what 
are called private bills, but more than 500 
were public bills, many of them intended to 
make important changes in existing laws. 
Few of these bills have any chance of pass- 
ing, and among those which will not pase 
are probably some meritorious measures. 
The truth is, the habit of flooding congress 
with projects of laws is a menace to sound 
government. 

It is physically impossible that so many 
bills can be considered by every member of 
the law making body. It is necessary to 
refer them to committees, and in committee 
a few néén virtually perform the functions of 
congress. The reasons which may influence 
the decision of a committee are not known 
to the public, in fact are not always known 
to the members of the committee. Matters 
of party interests, of personal friendship, of 
exchange of courtesies, and countless other 
influences, intangible but powerful, are at 
work in committee, where public debate, open 
exposition of motives, and a square deal for 
all might secure an entirely different fate for 
the bills. As things are, the referment to 
committee is unavoidable. In a congress 
whose members had sufficient self-restraint 
to propose no measure that was not of great 
and immediate importance there would be 
adequate time for discussion, and bills 
could be taken up on their merits. 

State legislatures are not behind congress 
in the habit of wasting time and disturbing 
the settled feeling of security which is felt 
when they are not in session by an infinite 
number of projects of change. Reference is 
not made here to the sandbagging bills 
which are never intended to pass but merely 
to afford a pretext for extorting money from 
corporations. Only honest men are under 
discussion at present. The great fault tobe 
found with the representatives of the differ- 
ent districts is that so few of them consider 
the whole field, advocate measures which are 
of interest and importance to the whole 
state, and control] the itching to create an 
appearance of activity by busying them- 
selves with bills which they secretly know 
will never pass. 

The public is itself to blame in some de- 
gree by half unconsciously giving the im- 
pression that a legislator’s usefulness is 
measured by the number of laws to which 
his name is attached as author. A member 
of the legislature or of congress may be ren- 
dering the highest service to his constituents 
and to the country by performing his con- 
stitutional duty of deliberating upon meas 
ures before the house and using his influence 
to secure the passage of the good and the 
rejection of the bad measures. It is better 
to aid in the passage of one useful law than 
to propose hundreds of measures fora dis- 
play of spurious zeal. 


RECIPROCITY OR RETALIATION. 
The president: suggests the expediency of 
adopting the minimum and maximum tariff 
system, and congress may act favorably on 
the suggestion. That system may make 
for trade expansion or it may make forcom- 
mercial warfare. Everything depends on 
the reasonableness of the minimum duties. 

If congress shall frame such a tariff with 
minimum schedules, lower in many respects 
than those of the Dingley law, great good 
will ensue. It would be easy to arrive at a 
friendly understanding with Germany and 
other countries of continental Europe. The 
unmitigated and unreasonable severity of 
the Dingley law has been largely responsible 
for their u iendly attitude towards the 
United States as manifested in tariff legisla- 
tion, which has been distinctly harmful to 
this country. The Dingley law can be modi- 
fied in many particulars so as to disarm that 
hostility without prejudicing any American 
interest. 

This is not the program of the stand- 
patters, Senator Lodge has introduced a 
tariff bill whose minimum duties are those 
of the Dingley law, while its maximum 
duties are 25 per cent higher. This measure 
is war, not peace. The duties on German 
woolen knit goods range from 130 to 160 per 
cent. Instead of offering to lower the duties 
if Germany will abate the rigor of its duties 
on some American ducts Senator Lodge 
says in substance: “ Submit to ourexactions 
uncomplainingly or we will raise them 25 
per cent.” 

The United States is a powerful nation. 
It is a self-suffering nation to a remarkable 
degree. Nevertheless, it cannot afford to 
take the dictatorial or arrogant tone. Sen- 
ator Lodge would like to have it, in order 
that some petty Massachusetts industries 
may not be deprived of excessive protection. 

It is not expedient for the United States 
to get into a tariff war with continental 
Europe. That war would restrict unpleas- 
antly the market for American manufac- 
tures and foodstuffs. A tariff orcommercial 
war is bad enough in Itself. It.is an eco- 
nomic crime. Sometimes so much ill will is 
engendered and passions are so inflamed 
that any pretext for embarking in a real war 
is snatched at. The United States should 
have its navy in the best possible trim if it 
is to take the tariff club Senator Lodge 
offers it and set about clubbing the nations 
of the earth into submission to the Dingley 
tariff law. 

The interests of the country require that 
the tariff policy of congress shall be con- 
ciliatory, not aggressive. It should aim at

RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 

Gen. Rush C. Hawkins, in an article in 
the North American Review for December, 
vigorously falls foul of the rural free mail 
delivery system. This system first went 
into operation in 1897, forty-four routes be- 
ing operated:that year at a cost of $40,000. 
Its growth has been rapid. It has never 
been self-supporting and the chasm between 
its earnings and its cost has attained vast 
proportions. The number of routés in the 
fiseal year ended June 30, 1904, was 24,566. 
The value of stamps collected from them 
was $2,601,815, while the expense entailed 
by their operation is estimated at $12,921,- 
700. Thus, according to Gen. Hawkins, 
they caused a loss to the government of 
$10,319,884.92. This is not exactly fair. 
It has been found that when a rural route 
is established the amount of mail sent to as 
well as the amount sent by the people it 
serves increases, and, of course, the money 
received for the carriage of both of them 
goes to swell the postal receipts. Rural de- 
livery has also made it possible to abolish 
a good many small postoffices and “star 
routes.” But after making these deductions 
it remains the fact that rural delivery costes 
probably at least three times as much as it 


earns, and that, as Gen. Hawkins says, the 


taxpayers each year meshphdaie into their rs 


pockets for a large sum with which to meet 
the balance. 


A private concern, instead of rapidly ex- | 


tending, would speedily withdraw from ‘a 
branch of businese that caused such heavy 
losses. Why this apparent disregard of 
sound principles by the government? It is 
in furtherance of a gigantic plot, answers 
Gen. Hawkins. Rural delivery was “ con- 
ceived in the womb of practéeal politics,” 
“ There are reasons for a suspicion that the 
vicious political influemee of the middle 
west ’—Gen. Hawkins lives in virtuous 
New York—‘t was the power that breathed 
the breath of Hfe into this monstrous 
scheme.” There was no popular demand 
for rural delivery. Republican politicians 
have built up the system in order to have a 
well drilled corps of henchmen extending 
throughout the country by skillfully manip- 
ulating which they may keep in power in 
perpetuity. 

This explanation shows much ignorance. 
It is true cross roads politicians, representa- 
tives, and senators have labored industrious- 
ly to extend rural delivery. They have done 
so because, contrary to Gen. Hawkine’ as- 
sertion, there is and has been a strong popu- 
lar demand for it. With possibly a few ex- 
ceptions here and there the farmers and 
their families regard it with the greatest 
favor. It keeps them in touch with the out- 
side world. It mitigates the isolation of 
farm life. The politicians have found that 
getting free delivery routes established is a 
gure road to rural favor, and they have 
eagerly taken it, regardless of the cost to the 
government. The talk about a gigantic plot 
is moonshine. 

Rural free delivery has been extended too 
‘fast. It costs the taxpayers too much. Great- 
er economy should be enforced. Income and 
outgo should be brought nearer together, 
even if to do so it shall be necessary to 
abolish some of the more unprofitable routes. 
But to try to stop the growth of rural de- 
livery would be a complete waste of energy.

stituted. As I have mentioned foe

do not use them Now nobility of birth is 
at most foreign courts considered as an in- 
dispensable qualification to office, and for a 
prince and princess who have been brought 
up in the atmosphere of courts such as those 
of St, James and of Copenhagen, an environ- 
ment into which the aristocratic element does 
not enter, where titles of nobility and all the 
delicate shades of social precedence are un- 
known, will appear, to say the least, strange 
and an anomaly. 

Of course the king and queen og recruit 
the members of their household from Den- 
mark and from England. But this would 
wound the susceptibilities of the worthy 
N , and the fact that Lord Knollys’ 
brother, Col Henry Knollys, who has been 
controller of the establishment and gentle- 
rhan in waiting of Queen Maud ever since her 
marriage, should have joined his royal mis- 
tress at Christiania, has already given rise 
to much criticism in Norway, and has ex- 
cited denunciations in the German press, 
which claims that England is in this way 
determined to obtain an undue influence upon 
the court of Norway. 

King Charles of Roumania, King George 
of Greece, and Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
each went through an experience something 
like that which Kimg Haakon and Queen 
Maud are now undergoing. Both King 
Charles and King George began by intrust- 
ing the most confidential offices of their 
household to fellow countrymen, men upon 
whom they could absolutely rely. But this 
excited such a storm of indignation that they 
were obliged to dispense with the services 
of their German and Danish retainers, and 
to replace’ them with natives of the land of 
their adoption. 

Prince Ferdinand yielded to the extent of 
haying Bulgarians as private secretaries, as 
aides de camp, and as body physicians. But 
ne has insisted upon leaving the post of 
grand master of his household and of grand 
chamberlain, to French nobles, recruited 
from families long associated with the royal 
house of Bourbon, on the ground that his 
Bulgarians were too democratic and too new 
to court life to umderstand all the niceties 
of its etiquette and the problems that 
are constantly arising in connection with 
foreign courts, where any mistake or neglect 
would be calculated to impair the prestige 
and to affect the status of Bulgaria abroad.

Only once did Prebident Loubet lose his 
composure during his recent visit to Spain, 
and only on one occasion did the kindly 
smile that usually lights up his face give 
way to an appearance of displeasure. On 
the day after this arrival the king invited 
the president to take a ride with him in his 
automobile.

the seat out of which he was in danger of 
being jostled. Describing the adventure 
afterwards he declared that the machine had 
Ceased to be a mere motor, but had become a 
meteor. 

It was only when they reached the neigh- 
borhood of the palace on their return journey 
that the king slowed down amd he had drawn 
up at the grand entrance, where the queen 
mother was awaiting him, before M. Loubet 
had recovered his breath, or had got over his 
alarm. 

“Well,” inquired the queen as she wel- 
comed the president, “ and how was it?’’ 

“I. can only congratulate the king upon 
his daring in the presence of so many dan- 
gers. But trips like these are not for men 
of my years.’’ In. fact, the queen had to ex- 
ercise quite a good deal of tact and suavity 
in order to restore the good old president 
to his cystomary genial and sunny temper.

Sooner or later the king is bound to meet 
with a serious accident. For the roads in 
Spain, as every motorist knows, are abom- 
inable, and Don Alfonso drives his machine 
at top notch speed, at a speed calculated to 
doom the occupants to destruction if any 
tire or piece of machinery were to suddenly 
given way, or a collision with séme obstruc- 
tlom to take place. That no such accident 
has as yet occurred is miraculous, amd it is 
asserted that Spanish and foreign anarchists 
have repeatedly declared of late that Don 
Alfonso was in no possible danger at their 
hands, since they were perfectly content to 
leave him to the fate which was bound in 
the natural course of evants to overtake him 
at an early daie now that he has taken to 
speeding his motors in such a frigthtfully 
reckless manner. 

It is a curious fact that, although royal 
motorists, and especially those who happen 
to be reigning sovereigns, manifest a nat- 
ural indifference to the laws and regulations 
of speed, none of them as yet should have 
met with any serious accident, although 
King Leopold and King Edward both have 
had narrow escapes therefrom.

The lat- 
ter was likewise offered to the father of the 
presemt earl of Derby in vain before being 
finally accepted by Prince William of Den- 
mark, who now reigns at Athens as King 
George.

CANNOT STOP BANK FRAUDS 
IF DIRECTORS DO NOT HELP. 


Controller of the Currency Ridgely 
Discusses Examination and 
Supervision. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[{Special. }]— 
William Barret Ridgely, controller of the 
currency, in his annual report deciares that 
after a careful study he is firmly convinced 
that no system of bank examination or su- 
pervision from the outside of the bank can 
absolutely prevent fraudulent bank failures. 
He says that only the directors of a bank can 
by cpdperating with the examiner make the 
failure of that bank practically if not abso- 
lutely impossible. He adds: 

**No outside supervision can supply hon- 
esty or brains for the management of a bank 
or take the place of elther when it is lacking. 
The best it can do is to discover acts of dis- 
honesty or bad errors of judgment after they 
have occurred, and to some extent prevent 
illegal acts by fear of their discovery and 
punishment. 

~~ 


“An examiner always works under one 
great and unavoidable disadvantage. He 
can do little or nothing until after the law 
has been violated, when much, if not all, of 
the harm is done. If the trouble is a bad, 
excessive, or fraudulent loan, it has been 
made before he can act. If there is a short- 
age in the cash through a defalcation or rop- 
bery the money is gone before he can know 
it, and often with little or no chance for its 
recovery. A good examiner does his whole 
duty in the discovery of suchacase. Itis 
not reasonable to ask him to prevent it. 

“A bank does not often failsuddenly. The 
condition which leads to it is apt to be of 
comparatively slow growth. Far the most 
frequent cause of failure is a large line of 
loans to some concern or group of concerns 
in which the officers are interested, or to the 
officers themselves. When the loans are 
sew they look all right and frequently are 
good; but if things go wrong and this out- 
side venture loses money, the loans begin to 
increase, and soon good money begins to go 
after bad with the inevitable result. 

‘It is surprising to see in how few cases 
men who may have been theretofore honest 
and square have the honesty and moral cour- 
age to face the failure of their bank, when 
due to bad judgment or incompetency, wi 
out resorting to frauds of some kind. It is 
extremely rare to find a bank has failed with- 
out some of the officers committing fraudu- 
lent or illegal acts to hide it.”’ 

~~ 

The controller makes a number of recom- 
mendations, all of them conservative. He 
wants more bank examiners. At present he 
has seventy-eight men to examine 6,858 
banks, or to make 11,716 examinations a 
year. He also wants his examiners paid by 
the day, with an allowance for expenses, and 
he wants each examiner to be accompanied 
by an assistant who shall be an expert bank 
accountant. 

—~o- 


Among other recommendations are the fol- 
lowing: 

That national banks be permitted, under 
proper restraints, to issue uncovered emer- 
gency notes, in order to provide for an in- 
creased circulation in times of need. 

That the limitation of the number of $5 
notes issued by any one bank may be sus- 
pended at the discretion of the controller. At 
present the law is inelastic. The big banks 
do not need $5 notes and the smaller banks 
need more than the law permits them to 
issue. 

That national banks be permitted to loan 10 
per cent of their unimpaired capital and sur- 
plus. He reasons that if it is safe for a bank 
with $500,000 capital and no surplus to loan 
$50,000 it should be safe for one with $250,000 
capital and $500,000 surplus to loan a’ much.

The controller’s report contains the usual 
statistics. It shows that Oct. 81, 1905, there 
were 5,858 national banks, with an aggre- 
gate capital of $779,870,229, and that during 
an year ending on that date the earnings— 

lus and undivided profits—amounted to 
$6 200,000, The banks paid an average 
dividend of 9.2 per cent on their capital stock. 

The deposits in the national banks aggre- 
gate $3,783,658,494. The deposits in state 
and private banks aggregate $8,002,662,822. 
The aggregate deposits in national, state, 
private and savings banks are $11,350,739,316, 
an increase of 13.5 per cent over 1904.

Realism on the Stage. 

The fifth lecture in the series on “ The 
Poetic Drama,’’ now being offered in Music 
hall by the University Lecture association, 
was given yesterday afternoon in Music hall 
before an audience of good size. The speaker 
was Dr. Richard Burton, who chose as his 
subject *‘ Realism on the Stage.’" Dr. Bur- 
ton proved himself a broader minded student 
of matter dramatic than is the average lec- 
turer on topics relating to the stage. We 
usually have to deal with extremists—people 


*who either are such worshipers of anything 


old and “literary ’”’ that everything of the 
present day is absolutely worthless to them, 
or are so imbued with modernity that noth- 
ing save the ultra-realistic is of any value. 

Dr. Burton is one of those happily consti- 
tuted individuals who can see both sides of 
a subject, and, like all such well balanced 
persons, he realizes that the good and the 
desirable lie in neither extreme, but in the 
happy midway between the two. He evi- 
dently is a sincere admirer of the “ literary ” 
drama, but does not believe that everything 
that chances to have beem written by an 
anthor now dead is of surpassing value. The 
bookshelf is not the sole guide to his con- 
clusions nor the sole source of his informa- 
tion. He sees the trend of the life about 
him, he believes that live men and women 
are fully as instructive as printed books, 
and he sees “that while the “‘ poetic ’’ drama 
has its place in thescheme of things dramat- 
ically desirable the “ drama of fact ” ip equal- 
ly entitled to inclusion there. 

He drew a word picture yesterday of the 
stage as it existed in Shakspeare’s time, and 
contrasted it and its offering with the stage 
of the present when occupied by some pro- 
duction as artistically complete as the 
“Becket” of Henry Irving or the ‘Henry V.” 
of Richard Mansfield. He called attention to 
the changes that have taken place not only 
in the intelligente and sophistication of the 
audience but in the details of stage produc- 
tion and in the art of playwriting. He con- 
trasted the drama of poetry and the drama of 
realism by making the object of the former 
the creating of the “ illusion of romance,’”’ 
while the latter had as its object the creating 
of the “ illusion of life.’’ 

He bélieves both are desirable and that 
the stage of today should give us “ poetry 
as Well as truth; or better, the higher truth 
which is poetry. We want problem plays, a 
worthy, this-world drama full of intellectual 
appeal; but also our plays of idealism where- 
in the facts of life are uplit by a gleam that 
never was on sea or land, a glow that of a 
sudden converts the plain face of daily ex- 
istence into a delicate dream face.”

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


A circular to the trade indorsin 
amendment to sections 14 and 15 of Poy 
framed by the rules committee and submit- 
ted by the directors, has been issued by 
Pope-Eckhardt, Gerstenberg & Co., W. H. 
Merritt & Co., J. C. Shaffer & Co., Hulburd- 
Warren-Chandler, Crighton & Co., Columbia 
Malting company, and Somers, Jones & Co. 
This amendment requires payment of 80 per 
cent of the value of carlots of grain, mini- 
mum weights, within five days after receipt 
of a railroad bill of lading. The circular 
criticises sharply the amendment, which is 
to be forced to a vote, at tne same time re- 
quiring payment of 80 per cent of the value 
of carlots immediately on delivery of bilis of 
lading or of receipt for them. The circular 
Saysin part: “The first amendment, offered 
by the directors after the rules committee 
gave full hearing to all interests in the trade, 
srants and concedes that both sellers and 
buyers have rights and privileges which 
should’. be respected and granted. The other 
demands unusual, unreasonable, and un- 
heard of propositions in business transac- 
tions that would unquestionably soon ham- 
per many worthy concerns and might re- 
strict that tangible competition that Is so 
essential in a cash market. No business of 
like magnitude in the commercial world is 
conducted with such a small percentage of 
loss as has been the trade in cash grain be- 
tween members in this market in recent 
years. Therefore we believe that the amend- 
ments offered by the board of directors are 
sufficient to guard against unnecessary losses 
and at the same time be beneficial to the 
trade as a whole.” The amendments will 
be voted on Monday, Dec. 11. ore lit- 
erature on the subject is to be sent out to- 


day, a circular having been framed asking 


members to vote against both amendments 
and to decide on a compromise measure at a 
meeting of the trade. 


The majority of local houses called the 
demand for oats slack, but sales by a few 
houses ran up to a total of 405,000 bu, fn- 
cluding 225,000 bu sold to a New England 
distributer from the northwest by a house 
with northwest connections. Included in 
the total was 150,000 bu for export from here, 
A good many local shippers are afraid to offer 
Oats or corn in view of the recent liberal 
business and the scarcity of cars.

Local provision stocks, according to the 
Schwabacker estimate, showed a good de- 


crease in lard since Dec. 1, a small loss in 


ribs, and a fair gain in pork. The total of 
pork is estimated at 26,000 bris old and 4,000 
bris new pork, compared with 27,191 bris old 
and 338 bris new Dec. 1; lard at 7,000 tcs 
old and 2,500 tcs new, against 15,870 tcs old 
and 2,226 tcs new; ribs at 7,000,000 Ibs old 
and 1,750,000 Ibs new, against 7,736,000 lbs 
old and 1,205,000 lbs new. 


Opposition to the “80 per cent” ninbek 
ment which would put buying of carlots of 
grain from the country on a cash basis prac- 
tically requiring payment on the delivery of 
railroad bills of lading or receipts for them 
of 80 per cent of the value of the grain is 
becoming energetic. “I notice,” says E. W. 
Wagner of the board of directors, “‘ that a 
great many menfbers of the boardregard the 
methods ‘of transacting business in cash 
grain as something that does not contern

tions. Strictly speaking, this is true, but 
every proposition for change is of vital im- 
portance to the whole membership.

Shipping demand was quiet 
and sales to mills were 25,000 bu outside of 
the fresh receipts, the total including 10,000 
bu No. 2 red at May price f. o. b. Kansas 
City and St. Louis prices were about steady 
in spite of the decline. At Minneapolis No. 1 
northern carlots brought 34c over Decem- 
ber and No. 2 northern 1%c over December. 
Toronto wired that the export bids there ex- 
tended to March shipment and were ec 
higher than the day before.

847 bris; average, 


LOCAL BANKS WRLL PILED 


MONEY TO BE HAD HERE FOR ALL 


NEEDS AT 6 PER CENT. 


No Necessity Exists in Chicago for De- 


posits of Government Funds to Re-. 


Meve Commercial Strain — Only 
Trouble ef That Kind Is in Wall 
Street, Where Speculative Pools 
Have Been Overactive—New York 
Subtreasury Gaing $2,833,000. 


Chicago bankers are still of the opinion 
that there exists no necessity for placing 
governmem funde with the banks on the 
score of relieving the commercial money 
market. Last month, when the flurry in cal] 
rates In Wall street was on, and quotations 
reached 25 per cent, Secretary Shaw sounded 
the local banks. Members of the clearing 
house committee were called together 
informally, and tne secretary was informed 
that Chicago institutions were able to take 
care of commercial borrowers, and they saw 
no occasion for the intervention of the treas- 
ha department in the western money mar- 

et. 

Inquiry yesterday, after it was announced 
that the secretary would deposit $20,000,000, 
ig requested by commercial interests, devel- 
oped that the banke had not changed their 
position. One of the members of the clearing 
house committee, who on the previous occa- 
sion answered Mr. Shaw’s telegram, said: 

*“* There is no change in the situation here. 
Money is to be had for all needs at 6 per 
cent. The only trouble in Wall street is that 
specualtive pools have been overactive. At 
the same time they can get time loans of the 
New York banks at 6 per cent, but they 
are trying to borrow call funds."’ 

Some local commission houses increased 
their loans yesterday and the rate asked 
generally was 6 per cent and for four to six 
months’ time loans. The banks are averse 
to making call loans, preferring to take 
advantage of the present situation to place 
funds for extended periods at profitable 
rates. 

Banks Lose to Subtreasury. 

Since last Friday the New York subtreas- 
ury has gained $2,833,000 from the banks. 
This is sufficient to exhaust the surplus re- 
serve, so far as cash goes. However, ex- 
change on New York and Chicago has been 
at a premium, and it ts presumed Chicago 
balances have been Increased with their New 
York correspondents. The volume of trans- 
actions has not been large. 


Mr. Lawson Needs Money. 

According to the Boston News bureau, 
Thomas W. Lawson and Jeannie A. Lawson, 
his wife, have made two mortgages. aggre- 
gating $265,000, against their Beacon street 
property. The Boston Five Cents Savings 
bank holds one of the mortgages, which is for 
$200,000, payable $10,000 in two years and the 
balance, $190,000, in three years from date 
of mortgage, which Is Nov. 29, 1905. The 
interest rate is 4% per cent perannum. Un- 
der the terms of the mortgage the building 
must be insured for not less than $50,000. 

The other mortgage, which is for $65.000. 
is made to Charles BE. Dow and is payable in 
two years from date of mortgage, Nov. 29. 
1905, the interest rate being 6 per cent per 
annum. 

The filing of the mortgages is taken to ir.- 
dicate that Mr. Lawson has been on the 
wrong side of the market. It afforded Wali 
etreet considerable comfort to believe he 
might be embarrassed a bit, and consequently 
would not*have so much money for advertis- 
ing his market views. 


Moody’s Magazine. 

The first number of Moody’s Magazine, pub- 
lished as a monthly review for investors, 
bankers, and men of affairs, has just been 
issued. There is a series of articles on the 
effect of the rapidly increasing output of gold 
on prices, wages, interest, securities, etc. 
Among the contributors are Thomas Gibson, 
Charles A. Conant, Burton L. Read, A. Ef. 
Pogson, Frank A. Vanderlip, and others. 


Evils of High Finence. 
A prominent Chicago banker returned from 
New York this week. He said of Wall street: 
* The men there are crazy. They appear 
to be all involved in large speculations and 
living the limit of extravagance. They seem 
to have no conception of business morality, 
and I believe their private business affairs 
will be found to be fully as bad as shown 
in the insurance investigation. When this 
is all over these insurance men will be broke. 
An example is McCall. He is building a 
$600,000 place and Is $300,000 In debt. 
“Chicago men who moved down there 
seem to be unable to live longer than six 
months with their families before they get 
into the ways of the high life financiers, and 
divorces and disrupted homes follow.”’

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NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS, 


EFFORT TO ANNUL ALTON. CHAR- 
TER WILL NOT BE STARTED. 


Attorneys for Road Declare That Quo 
Warranto Case Will Not Be Begun 
on Dec. 11, as Scheduled—State’s 
Attorney Ignorant of Any Abandone 
ment-——Report That Conference of 
Governors on Mileage Question Is 
Called Of Worries Gov: Deneen.-_ 


Information has been given out by the at- 
torneys of the Chicago and Alton that quo 
warranto proceedings would not be brought 
against the railroad for the annulment of :ts 
charter on Dec. 11, as scheduled. To a cer- 
tain extent this information was discounted 
by State’s Attorney Healy, who declared 
that he had not been notified of the abandon- 
ment of the contemplated proceedings. 
Ralph M. Shaw, one of the attorneys for the 
Alton, made-the statement yesterday that 
whatever differences the Alton had with its 
stockholders had been settled, and that no 
legal proceedings will be brought. 

The first intimation that the Alton’s charter 
was to be attacked in the courts on the 
ground of overcapitalization came last sum- 
mer, when W. R. Crawford, son of Henry 
Crawford, the capitalist, and Julius Johnson, 
hig attorney, held a conference with State's 
Attorney Healy and Mr. Shaw. Atthat time 
Mr. Healy said that nothing would be done 
until after the summer vacation. Again the 
rumors cropped out on Nov. 22, and again the 
attorneys for the Alton made strenuous ef- 
forts to discount them, but from other sources 
came the information that the date for be- 
ginning the proceedings had been set for 
Dec, 11. 


Deneen Is in Quandary. 


Gov. Deneen and the railway and ware- 
house commission are ina quandary over the 
proposed conference between the governors 
of the states of Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin, which was scheduled to be held 
in Chicago tomorrow. The conferencé was 
to have been on the question of passenger 
mileage, and was called by Gov. Warner of 
Michigan. Since the time of the calling of 
the conference the Michigan roads have been 
given to understand that the conference was 
off. Gov. Deneen was not notified of any 
change in the program and he sent Secretary 
Kilpatrick of the commission to Chicago In 
the afternoon to find out about it. Last 
night a telegram was sent to Gov. Warner, 
and his reply will determine the question of 
whether the conference is to be held. 


Yoakum Succeeds Mather. 

B. F. Yoakum was elected chairman of the 
executive committee of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, succeeding Robert Ma- 
ther, who resigned. Mr. Mather continues 
as president of the Rock Island company and 
as general counsel of all operating compa- 
nies in the system. Mr, Yoakum assumes 
immediate charge of the operation of all the 
Rock Island and the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco lines. The election was held in New 
York. 

There are rumors in the air that B. F. 
Yoakum, chairman of the executive board 
of the Frisco system, will be elected chair- 
man of the Rock Island board in place of 
D. G. Reid These stories are receiving wide 
circulation, and are believed in many quar- 
ters, on account of the recent exposure of 
the action of W. B. Leéds, one of the Rock 
Island trustees, who is said to have sold out 
his interest, preparatory to retiring.
